towns With an estimated population of 19, 188 thousands. The 
f total number of towns Is 233 and their population is 28,421 
thousands. Thus 89% of the total number of towns represen- 
ting 68% of the total population is covered in this statement. 
The numbers of births and deaths recorded in those towns 
were 14,975 and 7,030 representing birth and death rates of 
40 , 6 and 20 *7 per thousand of population respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A rfi C ). — The data here relate to 144 
towns with an estimated population of 17,149 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar, Madhya Piatlesh, 
and West Bengal could not be included- The total number 
of towns is 201 and their population is 24,668 thousands. 
Thus 72% of the total number of towns representing 70% 
of the total population is covered. The numbers of births 
and deaths recorded in those towns woro 13,747 and 7,052 
representing birth and death rates of 4J*7 and 2D 4 per 
thousand of population respectively. The table at the end 
gives thp position by states. 

The towns of Melapalyam Palyaamkottai, Tuticorin 
and Viziauagram in Madras and Cuttack and Puri in Orissa 


recorded high den tii rales of 79*6, 70'4, 56*0, 98*6, 00*1, 
and 83 9 per thousand of population respectively. In Vizia- 
nagram, Afolapalyam and Palyaamkottfti, the high death 
rates were maijily duo to deaths from cholera. In tho last 
two, respiratory diseases also accounted for a considerable 
numbers of death. In Tuticorin, the high death rate was 
mainly due to deaths from ropiratory diseases. In Cuttack , 
the high death rate was mainly duo to deaths from smallpox 
and in Puri to dysentery and diarrhoea. 

(B) States (Part B ). — The data here relate to 10 towns with 
an estimated population of 2,039 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,753 thou- 
sands. Thus 50% of the total number of towns representing 
51% of the total population is covered. The numbers of 
births and deaths recorded in these towns wore 1,228 and 
578 representing birth and death rates of 31 *3 and 14-7 per 
thousand of population respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 50 or over 
per thousand of population.
